Map Tracing Journeys. 

The maps and plans have been 
put between glass sheets which 
permits them to be read easily. 
Among the many discoveries of the 
Isbejoern expedition is a map on 
which is traced in red the toilsome 
journey of the Andree party from 
day to day, forward and hackward 
like the lines of a seismograph. 

Possibly the most sensational 
revelation in the notes on the map 
is the fact that the Andree party 
drifted around on exactly the samw 
spot north of Foyn Island where 
the Nobile tragedy occurred in 
1928. Capt. Stubendorf said he 
thought there was a chance of 
finding what was left of the No- 
bile expedition somewhere on the 
west coast of Franz Josef land, 
east of Spitzbergen. 

Among the letters found frozen 
together in Hvitovoen was a white 
tie, presumably carried by Andree 
himself to have on his home com- 
ing. There is also a notebook con- 
taining funny anecdotes and u 
small book containing many 
phrases of good advicesand other 
| remarks. 

Many Personal Notes. 

In the latter book there is found 
in Nils Strindberg’s handwriting a 
note which would make it seem he 
thought they at one time were 
passing over Greenland. Several 
private letters belongifig to Strind- 
berg also were found, still bearing 
their Swedish stamps. <A photo- 
graph of his fiancee and pictures 
of previous balloon trips also were 
discovered. One of the most pa- 
thetic objects was a birthday let- 
ter to Strindberg from his little 
brother, Tore. 

Frankel’s body, it was stated, 
was found frozen firmly into the 
ground near a massive cliff and 
under a projecting piece of rock.

Playing Tennis With 
His Wife.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 16.— 
Milton Sills, motion .picture actor, 
died suddenly last night. He was 
stricken while playing tennis with 
his wife, the former Doris Kenyon, 
actress, at their suburban home, 
and 15 minutes later died of what 
was diagnosed as heart disease. 
He was 48 years old. 

Sills was one of the movies’ best 
athletes. Although he had been ill 
in 1929 and lust spring, he was 
thought to have been in perfect 
health this summer. 

A party of friends gathered at 
the Sills home yesterday. During 
the afternoon the actor complained 
of feeling ill, but said it was noth- 
ing serious. At 6:30 p. m. he col- 
iapsed and was carried into the 
house. He did not regain con- 
sciousness and was dead when 
physicians’ arrived. 

Since no physician was present 
when Sills died, the death certifi- 
cate was unsigned. Coroner Frank 
Nance took charge of he body and 
said an autopsy might be per- 
formed. 

Sills was born in Chicago Jan. 
12. 1882, and. attended public 
schools there. He was graduated 
with a Bachelor of Arts degree 
from the University of Chicago in 
1903, and remained at the univer- 
sity for several years as an in- 
pet in philosophy. 

interest in amateur theatri- 
swe put Sills behind the foot- 
lights. A prominent producer 
witnessed one of his performances 
and persuaded him to take up act- 
ing as a vocation. 

Success came quickly, and after. 
a debut in “Dora Thorns” in 1906 
in New Palestine, O., he soon be- 
came Broadway’s matinee idol. 
Twenty years ago he played in 
such sucesses as “This Woman and 
This Man,” “Just married,” “The 
Governor's Lady,” “Law of the 
Land,” and “Diplomacy.” He also 
appeared in Shakspearean plays. 

In 1914 he went to Hollywood. 
His stature—he was six feet’ one 
inch tall and weigh@d 190 pounds 
—won for him the two-fisted roles 
which led to movie stardom. 

Among the best of his motion 
pictures were “The Barker,” 
“Burning Daylight,” “‘The Crash,” 
“The Hawk’s Nest,” and “The 
Valley of the Giants.” 

At the height of his stage career 
Sills married Gladys Edith Wynne 
in London, May 26, 1910 To 
them was born a daughter, PDoro- 
thy, who was with her father when 
he died. The marriage ended in 
the divorce court in 1926, 
Mrs. Sills charging desertion. A 
year later Sills married Miss Ken- 
yon, and to them was born a son, 
Kenyon Clarence Sills, now three 
years old. 

The actor is survived also by his 
mother, Mrs. Wiliam Silis 6f Chi- 
cago, His father died of heart dis- 
ease several years aso, A brother, 
Clarence Sills, is a Chicago banker. 
The first Mrs. Sills is living in New 
York. _

10-CENT FARES CONTINUE GAIN 
AND TICKET BUYERS DECLINE 


P. S. C. Report for Week Shows 
38 Per Cent Increase in Reve- 
nue From Company’s Busses. 
One-half of all fares collected 
by the Public Service Co. in the 
week ending Sept. 7 were at the 
10-cent rate, according to the com- 
pany’s report filed today with the 
State Public Service Commission. 
The proportion of 10-cent fares has 
increased constantly as the number 
of ticket buyers has declined. In 
the week reported only 105,714 
weekly tickets were sold, com- 
pared with a high mark of 176,000 
in the early weeks of the expecri- 
mental schedule, 

The .-company’s business con- 
tinued to decline compared with a 
year ago, the loss for the week be- 
ing 11.67 per cent in number ‘of 
fares collected and 8.41 per cent 
in revenue. 

Number of fares collected was 
3,660,929: preceding week, 3,712,- 
113; year ago, 4,144,549. Revenue 
was $322,820.25 preceding week, 
$321,441.60; a year ago, 
475.70. 

Passengers carried by the com- 
pany’s busses, compared with a 
year ago, increased 32 per cent and 
revenue from the busses increased 
38 per cent.>.

Trip Into Arctic. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
EDMONTON, Alta., Sept. 14.-— 


Maj. L. T. Burwash, Can@dian 
Government explorer, who has 
been searching the Arctic since 
June for traces of the 129 men, 
headed by Sir John Franklin, who 
perished in 1847,eor 83 years ago, 
when seeking the Northwest Pas- 


sage, reached this city yesterday 
by airplane from the North, 

He brought evidence that Sir 
John and the crews of the Erebus 
and the Terror died on the shore 
of King William Land. Camp 
sites and graves discovered along 
the western shore of that island in- 
dicate the explorers attempted to 
beat their way back to civilization 
on foot and that, despairing of ever 
reaching. “the outside,” turned 
back toward their abandoned 
ships, dy!Ing before they reached 
them. No trace of the ships was 
-found. 

Maj. Burwash said he opened 
dozens of rock formations which 
appeared to be graves or Cairns. 
Many times this labor was for 
nothing, because often frost action 
had piled up rocks in a manner 
to make them resemble man-made 
markers. 

“We found certain evidence,” 
Maj. Burwash said, “that the 
Franklin party had occupied camp 
sites which have not previously 
beeh Gonnected with the expedi- 
tion, but all details as to the relics 
must come from the Department 
of the Interlor at Ottawa.” 

The relics were crated at Fort 
Smith and will go outside by water 
to waterways, where they will be 
shipped to Otgawa. 

In addition to his flight to King 


his pilot, W. FE. Gilbert, - mapped 
more than’2000 miles of coastline 
within the Arctic Circle, made an 
inspection of copper claims in the 
Far North and landed at the maz- 
netic pole to check a possible shift- 
| ing .of the pole. 

At the magnetic pole, some 1209 
miles north of Winnipeg, they 
found evidence of a visit by Roald 
Amundsen. In the presence of kK. 
Finney, an observer of the De.- 
partment of the Interior, who &c- 
companied them on that leg of the

[iministrator Campbell Tells of Request From

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of five gatténts to any one family. 
This is called sacramental wine, 
but is not precisely sacramental. 
It is more for ceremonial purposes 
held in connection with orthodox 
Jewish festivals, weddings, etc., and 
as the national prohibition act pro- 
vides only for the issuance of sac- 
ramental wines, the issuance of this 
wine to the Jews is of doubtful 
legality. 

At any rate, vast quantities of 
wine/ had been shipped to New 
York's many wineries in 1925 from 
California, and the cutting off of 
this market was a severe blow to 
the makers. In August, 1927, 
Emanuel Hertz, a New York attor- 
ney, representing the rabbis, filed 
a protest with Assistant Secretary 
Lowman ‘regarding the cutting 
down of wine withdrawals. In con- 
sequence my permissive assistant, 
Barnitz, and I were called into con- 
ference; and on Dec. 19 met Mr. 
Lowman, Hertz, Commissioner 
Doran, and a politician named Op- 
penheim. 

Suspects Source of Protest. 

At this conference I learned that 
Hertz, until recently had represent- 
ed a number of the wineries, and 
I began to feel that the protest 
came more from them than from 
the rabbis. (Hertz later was one of 
the attorneys in the Strictly Kosher 
case.) 

Hertz, protesting against 
treatment given the rabbis and ob 
taining Lowman’s approval of his 
desire for 3,000,000 gallons a year 
volunteered to get together four 
or five of the representative rab 
bis in New York who, as a com 
mittee, would certify to me a list 
which would comprise about 400 
rabbis who had congregations and 
synagogues; but Mr. Hertz was 
never able to make good on this 
proposition. 

Later dn New York I personally 
called on a number of our better 
known rabbis and endeavoréd to 
get them to co-operate with me in 
the legitimate issuance of sacra- 
mental wine; but in every instance 
I found sa disinclination on their 
part to enter into the situation. 

New Plan Inaugurated, 

Still later I laid before Treasury 
officials a plan to distribute sac- 
ramental wine to Jews similar to 
the procedure adopted for medici- 
nal whisky, which is done by pre- 
scription or order. The depart- 
ment approved this procedure and 
thousands of blanks were printed; 
but the method never was success- 
ful, because the wineries refused to 
establish distribution depots. My 
person opinion is that the plan was 
not. adoptéd because under it di- 
version would have been extremely 
difficult. 

However, I desired to get the 
confidence of the oustanding rabbis 
in* New York. They did not with- 
draw wine to distribute to their 
congregations because of the stigma 
which might be attached to them 
if they did. In 1928 I devoted the 
time of many of my agents to this 
problem. [I investigated the rab- 
bis and congregations very careful- 
ly and issued sacramental wine very 
conservatively. As a result of this 
policy, I found that rabbis who 
had never withdrawn wine before. 
rabbis who were outstanding in the 
community, began to draw wine; 
and I started to eliminate the irre- 
sponsibles. 

I was glad to see the withdraw- 
als increase above the stringent 
reductions of 1926, for it certainly 
was not proper to drive the Jews 
to bootleggérs for the wine they 
needed: 

Troubles With Washington. 

In all this I had troubles with 
happenings in Washington that did 
not look strictly kosher, especially 
the Strictly Kosher Wine Co. case, 
of which I told yesterday. On Jan. 
13, 1928, Commissioner Doran 
wrote me instructions to issue a 
permit to J. A. Horowitz to import 
sacramental wines from Palestine. 
This, Doran later told me in New 
York, was issued at the solicitation 
of Ogden Mills and for the benefit 
of the Republican party. Horowitz 
tried to get special attention from 
my office, but was treated just the 
same as others... Another tnstance 
in which Washington took interest 
was the matter of the Mizrach 
Wine, Co. : 

Early in 1928 i disapproved an 
application of the Mizrach Wine 
Co., represented by Mr. Julius L. 
Horowitz, for a permit to import 
Palestine wines for sacramental 
purposes. After I had investigated 
Mr. Horowitz's prior activities in 
sacramental .wine matters I was 
not convinced that he was entitled 
to the confidence of the Govern- 
ment. . 

‘However, over my disapproval, 
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est quantities of Palestine wine, 
doing business at 320 Grand street.

48 Per Cent Plum Brandy Imported 

The records in my office dis- 
closed that on March 22; 1922, 
there was imported into this coun- 
try, for some purpose of which I 
am not aware, by Sonn Brothefs, 
under permit N. Y. T-47, 605 cases 
of slivowitz, totaling in all 1462 
wine gallons. Slivowitz is a Jewish 
plum brandy and this particular lot 
contained an alcoholic content by 
volume of 48 per cent. The records 
further show that ‘on the same 
date when it was imported it was 
purchased by the Mizrach ‘Wine Co. 
at 320 Grand street. 

Shortly thereafter the Mizrach 
Wine Co. applied to Palmer 
Canfield, then Federal prohi- 
bition director, for a_ special 
permit to sell this kosher sliv- 
owitz. Mr. Canfield recommended 
to the bureau at Washington that 
this permit be approved for the 
sale of slivowitz for non-beverage 
medicinal purposes. 

By some strange chance, a per- 
mit was issued to the Mizrach 
Wine Co. for the sale of this 
slivowitz for sacramental purposes; 
and in justice to Mr. Canfield, the 
records show that he protested 
against this use of brandy for 
sacramental purposes. The reo- 
ords also show that withdrawal 
papers were issued to Rabbi Klein 
for the entire balance. On these 
papers some of the slivowitz prob- 


drawal papers were canceled. All 
these matters were handled by Mr. 
Hertz as attorney. Incidentally, 
there is a lot of correspondence 
from the Prohibition Bureau per- 
taining to the matter, all of which 
does not look exactly kosher. 
Asked to Find Buyer. 
However, that part of this plum 
brandy which was not sold under 
these permits remained in a bond- 
ed warehouse, tax paid. I gather 
that there was a court action at 
one time with regard to a part of 


reau to allow the distribution of 
one lot for sacramental purposes. 
The Volstead law allows only the 
use of wine for sacramental pur- 
poses, 

Under date of Aug. 20, 1929, I 
was advised in a letter from ‘the 
commissioner that Julius L. Horo- 
witz, doing business as the Mizrach 
Wine Co., had requested the bu- 
reau for permission to dispose of 
the remaining stock of about 162 
cases of this slivowitz brandy for 
sacramental purposes. The letter 
further instructed me to permit the 
issuance of this brandy for sacra- 
mental purposes. | 

I immendiately telephoned the 
commissioner in Washington and 
told him that the issuance of the 
brandy for sacramental purposes 
was entirely contrary to law, that 
I,would not issue the permit and 
that, if he wanted it done he woulg 
have to issue it himself. 

Under date of Sept. 20, 1929, I 
received a letter from the com- 
missioner which said in “part:

Needless to say, I totally disre- 
garded this communication. It 
wasn’t my job to hunt up custom- 
ers for liquor. 

I wrote the commissioner’ that 
the law permits only wine to be 
used for sacramental purposes, and 
suggested that the distribution of 
this liquor be restricted to sale for 
medicinal purposes. Shortly there- 
after he wrote me reversing his 
instructions to issue this permit 
and stating that the legal staff of 
the bureau disagreed with him as 
to the legality of the issuance of 
this brandy for sacramental pur- 
poses.

Ristress in Drouth Areas. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial headed, “The Rural 
Bread Line,” indicates that you have 
incomplete information as to the dis- 
tressing conditions which will follow the 
drouth. 

Your opening paragraph reads as fol- 
lows: “If farming industry had received 
adequate consideration from the politi- 
clans who have been in power for the 
past 10 years, there would have been no 
necessity for farm relief, and the ef-° 
fects of the drouth could have been 
borne without the intervention of emer- 
gency committees.” 

I have heard substantially this com- 
ment made by dozens of farmers, Near- 
ly all thinking farmers have gradually 
come to perceive that they have not 
shared the benefits, but have borne the 
burden and the cost of the protective 
system. Certainly you: were right in say- 
ing that emergency measures are. called 
for now, Only because agriculture’s re- 
sources had been previously destroyed by 
a brutal governmental policy. 

But you are wrong in believing that 
Red Cross aid will be needed only in 
isolated cases. I think a more accurate 
statement would be that Red Cross aid 
will be needed only in isolated cases in 
most of the drouth area, but in some sec- 
tions it will be needed by a numerous 
portion of the population. 

Probably the greatest need will be in 
the cotton growing sections. It is diffi- 
eult for a Northern farmer or a North- 
ern editor to understand the desperate 
plight of the white and colored cotton 
share ‘cropper in drouth areas of the 
central belt. A cropper with a family 
of six tends 25 acres of cotton. Owing 
to the drouth he has no vegetables or 
home grown feed of any kind. He has 
borrowed at least $125 to live on while 
making his crop. His yield is about 
2500 pounds of lint worth $250. 
shee is one-haif:or $125, which will just 
ateut pay his debt. Of course, he will 
be given enough to live on while pick- 
ing the crop, which will require only a 
few weeks. . But he\ will not pay his 
“furnish” and because of the low price 
and*low yield of the crop, his employer 
will be almost as destitute as the share 
cropper. There are many thousands of 
families in Southeast Missouri, Arkan- 
sas and Mississippi whose situation is 
fully as desperate as indicated by the ex- 
ample given. They are not “close to the 
source of foed supply’ as stated in your 
editorial. At any rate the supply was 
dried up at its source this year.’ I am 
afraid the poor cropper would have as 
little luck in locating food at night for 
his hungry family as he will apparently” 
have in earning it during the day. >

Like Chi- 
cago, we would like to get rid of the smoking loco- 
motive. Railroad directors, wherever they live, must 
acknowledge their responsibility to American cities. 
If the terminals of New York, Philadelphia, Detroit 
and Cleveland can be electrified, the terminals of, 
St. Louis can be electrified. 

The railroads cannot separate their fortunes from 
‘the fortunes of St. Louis. The growth of the city is 
to their advantage, and whatever injures the city 
is to their disadvantage.

It has 
saved them the necessity of building their own 
bridge.

THE DRY CHALLENGE. 

The Methodist Board of Temperance, Prohibition 
and Public Morals has issued a challenge to the wets 
in the form of a questionnaire. It asks: 

How do you propose that the country shall deal 
with the liquor traffic if prohibition is repealed? 

What guarantee can you offer that prohibition 
territory will be respected by a trade nationally 
organized and hungry for profits? 

Why can you not agree among yourselves upon 
a system which you can advocate to the Amer- 
ican people as a remedy for drink, lawlessness, 
vice, corruption and waste? 

The answer to the first question must be left to 

the several states. A plan satisfactory, say, to New 
York might not meet the requirements of Missouri. 
Admittedly, too, any plan adopted by any state avould 
in the beginning be something of an experiment. If 
the experiment failed, as it might, the people of that 
state would be free to correct it and—it must be as- 
sumed—would be.capable of correcting it. One thing, 
however, should be remembered. As former Gov. 
Smith put it, “The saloon (as it once existed) is, and 
ought to be, a defunct institution.” Wets and drys 
concur in that declaration, 
The second question. There is ample guarantee in 
the statutory law that prohibition territory will be 
respected. There are three such laws—the Wilson 
law of 1890; the Webb-Kenyon law of 1913; the Reed 
amendment, 1917, to the latter law. The Supreme 
Court has upheld those laws in the case where a 
man carried a quantity of liquor into West Virginia 
for. his persofial use. This act, permitted under 
West Virginia’s prohibitory law, was forbidden by 
‘the Reed amendment. The Supreme Court in a ma- 
jority opinion written by Justice Day held: 

That the State saw fit to permit the introduc- 
tion of liquor for personal use in limited quantity 
in no wise interferes with the authority of Con- 
gress, acting under its plenary powers over inter- 
state commerce, to make the prohibition against 
interstate shipment contained in this act (the 
Reed amendment). It may exert its authority as 
in‘the Wilson and Webb-Kenyon acts, having in 
view the laws of the State, but it has a power of 
its own, which in this instance it has exerted in 
accordance with its view of public policy. 

In answer to the third question, it would be folly 
for the wets to offer any solution for the liquor 
traffic guaranteed to accomplish the results demand- 
ed by the Methodist Board. The abuse of liquor, with 
its consequences, will not disappear magically by ? 
the repeal of the eighteenth amendment. The drys 
said, and many of them believed, that Federal pro- 
hibition would usher in that Utopia. They were mis- 
taken. : 

Having tried and.demonstrated the futility of sup- 
pressing the liquor traffic by a bureaucracy we must 
go back to the fundamental principles of democracy; 
we must, in a word, put this problem in the hands 
of the people themselves functioning in the autonomy 
of loca) self-government.

BENEFITS OF EXCESS CONDEMNATION. 
Despite opposition’ to it by the Real Estate Ex- 
change and the. Building Owners’ and Managers’ As- 
sociation, the public would benefit by the operation of 
the proposed excess condemnation plan, or, as it is 


sometimes called, marginal condemnation. The ex-| 


change expresses a view opposed to the ex ence of 
many American communities, and it is to be hoped 
the people of Missouri will adopt the necessary con- 
stitutional amendment, proposition No. 6 on the No- 
vember ballot. St. Louis then could avail herself of 
the plan immediately by virtue of a charter provi- 
sion.

The answer is that the 
public’s money pays for the betterments as a gen- 
eral civic project, and it is the public which should 
reap the increment through the city. Besides, the 
private owner could buy the margin back from the 
city if he desired to speculate, as the full increment 
often would not be realized by the time the city 
would sell. And the real estate agents could benefit, 
for the city would need to employ them tq make ap- 
praisals and sales. ‘ 

It is the remnants—the odd bits and irregularly 
shaped pieces—that would be taken chiefly in mar- 
ginal condemnation. This plan would have obviated 
a mixup such as was brought to public attention re-

STEAMBOATS THAT PASS IN THE NIGHT. 

Years ago the Illinois was one of ‘the prettiest 
steamers upon the inland waters. Carrying the pen- 
nant of the Illinois Fish Commission, bright with 
paint, and exuding the hospitality of Col. Bartlett;

It’ served the 
stealthy purpose of the Illinois not to be too much 
seen, to hide by day in sheltered sloughs, and to run 
at night without lights. 

Of course, the prohibition officers. were after her. 
Anything as big as a steamboat is right, in their line. 
Everybody expected that the Illinois would be brought 
in and tied up somewhere by the dry squad, that her 
hold would be found full of vats, and that the river 
would be discolored by great hogsheads of hootch 
dumped overboard to stupefy the turtles and poison 
the fish. 

Nothing of the sort happened. What did happen 
was that on a recent September morning, at the hour 
when day was softly breaking, the Illinois drifted out 
of hiding and floated in flames down the river. She 
sank somewhere about the mouth of the Missouri: 
if there was hootch on her it did not blow up. No- 
body knows ‘who owned her or what became of the 
crew. She went down spurlos versenkt, even as our 
rights and our freedom, the decency of our politics, 
and the honor of ov®' peoplé, have gone down in the 
noble experiment, all stink by the same caus

a THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 

Notwithstanding gains made by extremists at both 
the right and left, the moderate majority in the 
Reichstag is sufficient to safeguard the Republic if 
the Socialists are not to abandon this form of govern- 
ment. 

This bas been the role of the Socialists ever since 
the .Republic-was founded. They lost 10 seats in last 
week’s élections, but they are still the largest legis- 
pative group. There would, therefore, seem to be 
two probabilities: Either the Socialists will continue 
their coalition with the moderates, or_they will re- 
fuse to do so and the moderates will form a coali- 
tion with the National Socialists. The latter prov 
to be the sensation of the elections. They jumped 
from 12 seats to 107, amd are now the second largest 
group in the Reichstag. It remains to be seen if 
Adolf Hitler, their leader, will admit that they are 
a Fascist party. That they are a very conservative 
party is very well understood, but we are not aware 
that they have ever advogated Fascism, They have 
ruled for a year in Thuringia, and they have never 
introduced Fascism there. The truth is that they 
are probably nothing more than a very numerous 
party exploiting depression in Germany on the right, 
precisely as communism ig exploiting it on. the left. 
fhe Communists also made gains. From 54 seats in 
the last Reichstag, they have jumped to 76. 

Socialists are the keystone of the German govern: 
mental structure. Theirs is a very modified Marxism, 
and they have usually not found it difficult to in- 
duce the other moderate parties to join with them in 
forming a government. Their leader, Herman Muel- 
ler, has once before been Chancellor, and it.is Ikely 
that he will be Chancellor again. The followers of 
Hitler, even if they were included in a coalition Gov: 
ernment, would be a minority. Certainly they cotld 
not hope to destroy the Republic, 

At any rate, apprehensions that communism might 
sweep Germany at such a time are allayed. They 
were never well founded. The Germans, who have, 
been witnessing the spectacle in Russh, were not to 
be swept off their feet by such a hollow philosophy.

Russia if the Russian Government was pre- 
pared to meet,three conditions. It was to 
pay the Russian debt to a few American 
concerns, such as the McCormick Harvester 
€o., the General Electric Co. and others. 
It was to pay the $175,000,000 which the 
United States lent to the Kerensky Gov- 
‘ernment and it was to cease its Communist 
propaganda in the United States. 

A group of Americans in Russia this sum- 
mer asked a representative of the Russian 
Foreign Office what the reaction of his 
Government was to these conditions. He 
stated that the Russian Government was 
prepared to discuss them, that it had writ- 
ten to that effect several times to our State 
Department, but had received no reply, 
that at another time the answer received 
was “nearly insulting,"* and that the dignity 
of the Russian nation, composed of 160,- 
000,600 people, makes it impossible for her 
to communicate 
again and to risk another rebuff. 

He then proceeded to discuss each con- 
dition. He stated that his Government was 
prepared to pay the Russian‘debts to the 
American concerns. Russia cannot pay 
these debts immediately, but it would pay 
them, as it is paying the General Electric 
Co., with whom it had placed huge orders 
and to whom it is paying a high rate of in- 
terest for its credit. The difference between 
the high and normal interéest rate was to be 
applied to the amortization of the old Rus- 
sian debt. The General Electric Co. had 
accepted this arrangement. The Russian 
Government is prepared to make similar ar- 
rangements with other firms.

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With reference to the $176,000,000 loan 
to the Kerensky Government, he stated that 
the Saviet Government was not prepared to 
grant the principle that it should pay that 
debt, but that that bum was so negligible 
in view of the huge orders that Russia was 
prepared to place in the United States that 
it would never be allowed to be a stunb- 
ling block to a resumption of diplomatic 
relations. He stressed again and again that 
the amount was insignificant but that the 
principle his Government could not con- 
cede. He believed that the matter could 
easily be adjusted in conference. In the 
last six months, Russia had spent $170,000,- 
000 in our country and it ranked seventh in 
countries to which the United States ex- 
ports. The Russian business in the United 
States is now greater than it was before 
the revolution. If the Soviet Government 
was to pay the. United States claim, it 
would be compelled to pay similar claims of 
other European nations. The Soviet repre. 
sentative then stated that his Government 
has a -bill to present to the United States, 
the bill for the damage caused to Russian 
life and property -by American troops on 
Russian soil who were there as he siggest- 
éd when Russia and the United States were 
at peace. He refiised to name the stm of 
the damages. *

COLOSSAL BLUNDERS OF THE 
WAR. By William Seaver 
Wood. .(The Macmillan Co., 
New York City. .$2.50.) 

We are told that Mr. Wood con- 
ceived the idea of this volume on 
the battlefield of Verdun, when 
evidences of that “terrific and 
needless slaughter” were still obvi- 
ous. He would write of the “many 
tragic blunders of the war,” in the 
avowed hope that should there be a 
“next time’ (and _of course there 
will be), all combatants may be 
warned in the interest. of greater 
efficiency all around. Is there 
something at least faintly funny fh 
the author’s purpose as stated? 

At any rate, it is no wonder that 
the author was able to find evi- 
dences of sufficient asininity in the 
conduct of the war by all com- 
batants to make a fat book, consid- 
ering that withaut a plentiful sup- 
ply of it throughout the Western 
world, and in our common human 
nature generally, there could have 
been no war at all, 

What we have here isan outline 
for a sort of divine Comedy of Er- 
rors; not that the errors were di- 
vine, but that they must have 
struck whatever gods there be as 
excruciatingly funny, accompanied, 


jas they were, by so much pompous 


piffle and self-sanctified lying. Mr. 
Wood begins with America, show- 
ing how heavily we paid in lives 
and treasure for being unprepared, 
and urging the necessity of being 
good and ready to save the world 
for something else again when the 
time comes for another holy “cru- 
sade.”’ 

* ‘When we are all feeling thor- 
oughly ashamed of ourselves as 
foolish Americans, Mr. Wood 
switches to Germany’s juiciest er- 
rors, explaining in detail each egre- 
gious blunder that alone would 
have insured ultimate defeat. Then 
England comes in for’a few booby 
prizes, the biggest being presented 
for the Dardanelles fiasco. There- 
after France and Russia take their 
turns at wearing the long ears and 
braying lustily. 

But rather than deplore all these 
blunders, may we not thank God 
for them, since there was not 
enough efféctive intelligence ‘in the 
world to obviate the basic Social 
blunder of which the war was only 
an aggravated symptom? MIf, in 
the next acute stage of the pre- 
vailing universal scramble for com- 
mercial advantage, all combatants 
should be 100 per cent efficient, 
wouldn’t the fracas be likely to 
prove fatal to civilization?

Accountants Throw Out 
$342,000: in Operating 
Expense and Add $128,- 
933 to Operating Revenue 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 16.— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission will not institute action for 
two or three weeks upon the re- 
port by its accountants of an audit 
of the earnings and property of 
the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. of St. Louis, the. find- 
ings of. which apparently justify 
some reduction of electric rates in 
St. Louis and other Missouri terri- 
tory of the company, pending study 
of the report by the commission- 
ers. Chairman Milton R. Stahl 
said the commission would conduct 
hearings upon the report, after a 
study of it. 

Courses open to the commission 
after hearings are to order a rate 
reduction based upon the. audit 
findings, if the commission ap- 
proves them; or to order a_ full 
physical appraisal by its engineérs 
to supplement the audit of the 
books; or to order whatever re- 
duction the commission may find 
justified from the audit alone, and 
to require the full physical ap- 
praisal to determine if any addi- 
tional reduction should be made 
over what is shown by the audit. 

A full appraisal would require 
two or three years, with the limit- 
ed staff of the commission. 

The audit covers only what is 
shown by the company books. Only 
a physical appraisal would show 
the actual valuation of the prop- 
erty in its present condifion. 

The so-called conference method 
of adjusting rates also is available, 
by which company officers and the 
commission may confer on redtc- 
tion of rates. This. method is not 
strictly accurate, as it is a form of 
bargaining or “horse trading,” but 
it saves long drawn-out rate cases, 
the cost of which ultimately falls 
on the. consumers. g 

What Analysis Shows. 

As told in the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
day, analysis of the audit _report 
shows the Union Electric earned a 
return of 11.2 per cent on its St. 
Louis electric operations alone, for 
the year ending June 30, 1929, on 
the basis of investment cost valud- 
tion, with inclusion of allowances 


| customarily made in such a valua- 


tion. On the same basis it earned 
11.1 per cent on all of its electric 
operations in Missouri, and for its 
entire Missouri operations, includ- 
ing steam ‘heating service, ‘it 
earned a return of 10.8 per cent. 

The commission has held _ in 
other rate and valuation cases that 
the rate of return a public utility 
is entitled to earn upon what the 
commission fixes as its property 
valuation should not exceed 7 to & 
per cent. 

In finding that the net operat- 
ing revenue of the company for its 
St. Louis electric operations was 
$5,142,048 for the year ending June 
30, 1929, the accountants threw 
out a net of $342,006 in operating 
expenses and added $128,933 to 
operating revenues which had been 
charged by the company to non- 
operating revenues, making’ an -in- 
crease of $470,940 in net operating 
revenues for St. Louis over what 
the company books showed. 

Included in the items thrown out 
as improper charges against oper- 


lating expenses was $36,423 in do- 


nations and contributions to various 
organizations and movements, and 
dues and memberships of company 
officers in several country clubs 
and other organizations. The ac- 
countants also threw out $75,451 
in payments by the Union Elec- 
tric to the North American C¢., 
which controls.the Union Electric 
through an intermediate holding 
company. 

Listed as “Operating Expense.” 

The $36,463 in dues, donations 
and memberships, which the ac- 
countants held were not a proper 
operating expense. included $2150 
to the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, $500 to trustees of Christ 
Church, $250 toward the last road 
bond campaign in Missouri, $250 
to the Fivangelical Deaconess Home 
and Hospital, $10,000 to the Indus- 
trial Club of St. Louis, $1000 to the 
St. Louis Jewish Federation, $4274 
to the Missouri Committee on Pub- 
lice Utility Information, $7500 to 
the St. Louis Community fund, 
$2000 to the St. Louis Electric 
Board of Trade, $100 to the League 
of Women Voters, $600 for the 
Veiled Prophet Pageant, $100 to the

Louis Country Club, $93 for 
Spoehrer to the Riverview” Club,

The accountants threw out $10,- 
251 which had been paid to the 
North American Co.,. for cost of a 
leased wire between St. Louis and 
New York, which was held an im. 
proper charge against operating 
expenses, , 

For the same reason they dis- 
allowed $53,200 paid to the North 
American Co., as 4 proportion of 
the rent of New York offices and 
salaries of employes, of the North 
American Co. The rent items to- 
taled $14,104 and the salary items 
$39,096. 

Another item disallowed ag a 
charge against operating expenses 


Was $12,000 paid by Union Elec- 


tric to North American, for acting 
as fiscal agent. 
Gross Revenue Deductions. 

In adjusting the operating ex- 
penses the accountants made nu- 
merous deductions in accounts in 
which the company set up a 
charge based on a fixed percentage 
of gross revenues, where the actual 
cost was found to be less. 

The largest of these was a de- 
duction of $293,010 from taxes 
charged against St. Louis opera- 
tions, for the year ending Jyne 30, 
1929. The company, using a charge 
based on a percentage of gross 
revenue, charged $1,384,698 against 
St. Louis operations for taxes. The 
accountants found the actual taxes 
chargeable to St. Louis totdled $1,- 
591,688. The difference, thrown 
out as an operating charge, made 
@ corresponding increase: in the 
net operating revenue available for 
return on St. Louis operations. 

Other deductions, to bring 
charges made by the . company 
based on percentages down to ac- 
tual disbursements, included re- 
serve for uncollectable bills, $28,- 
363; promotion of business, $5598; 
law expenses, $11,121: relief and 
pehsions, $1,069; injurfes and dam- 
ages, $12,383. 

The accountants held these items 
should be charged on the basis of 
actual expenditures for the period.

LOUISVILLE PRISONER ADMITS 
HE IS.LINGLE KILLING SUSPECT 


Ted Geisking Denies Knowledge of 
Slaying; Held Without 
* Bond.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 16.— 
Admission that he was Ted Geis- 
king, and denial that he knew any- 
thing of the Lingle murder in Chi- 
cago was made here today by a 
suspect picked up on a vagrancy 
charge. 

Chicago detectives and an Indi- 
ana State noliceman identified the 
suspect as Geisking. Then George 
Williams, Chicago detective, 
brought up a man who he said 
saw Alfred J. Lingle, Chicago Trib- 
une reporter, shgt down, and saw 
the slayer flee. 

“That looks like the man except 
his hair is different,” " said this 
man, whose name was withheld by 
Williams. 

Geisking denied killing Lingle 
and said he did not even know 
him, but, according to police, he 
admitted he had been a whisky 
runner and liquor pirate. He was 
neld without bond on @g fugitive 
and murder charge and in Police 
Court his examining trial was hate 
for tomorrow. 

Geisking insisted to seiietinaile 
that, aside from his helping in a 
jail break at Rising Sun, Ind., 
“they haven't got a thing on me,” 

“T have been in the liquor run- 
ning racket for almost two years, 
in and out of Indianapolis,” the 
prisoner said, “but I didn’t hang 
out with Chicago gangs at all. I 
didn't know Lingle or Zuta or any 
of that outfit and went to Chicago 
only occasionally. 

“Between Aug. 4 of last year and 
March 7 of this year I was in the 
Marion County jail at Indianapolis 
on a conspiracy charge. I took a 
bum rap on account of a deputy

BROMLEY AND AID GIVE UP 
PACIFIC FLIGHT THIS YEAR. 


Attempt Out of Question Because 
of Weather; They to 
Try in 1931, 

By the Associated Presa. 
OMINATO, Japan, Sept. 16.— 


Lieut. Harold Bromley tonight 
abandoned his attempt to fly 
across the Pacific ocean this year, 


but said he hoped to obtain backing 
for an effort in 1931. 

Harold Gatty, co-pilot and navi- 
gator, previously had said that an- 
other attempt this year was out of 
the question because of weather 
conditions. 

Replacement of damaged parts in 
the City of Tacoma would require 
one month, Bromley said, and it 
then would be too late to attempt 
the flight this season. He plans to 
store the plane in Yokohama dur- 
ing the winter. 

Gatty said it was a damaged ex- 
haust pipe and not a leaky gas- 
oline feed line which caused the 
return of the monoplane to Japan 
after a flight of almost 25 hours, 
during which the plane traveled 
1200 miles toward its goal. 

“The exhaust started leaking 
soon after we took off from 
Samishiro Beach Sunday and syd- 
denly exploded when we reached 
the northern extremity of the 
Kurile Island chain northeast of 
Japan,’’ Gatty said. “The plane 
was filled with noxious gases. 
Respiration was difficult and we 
realized we would be unable to con- 
tinue for long. 

“The return trip was agony and 
even now I hardly know how we 
managed it. We both were semi- 


conscious at times.” 


FROM TAKING AMERICANS’ JOBS 


Commissioner General of Immigra- 
tion, on Radio, Urges Stricter 
Selection.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—An ex- 
tension of the principle of selective 
immigration to insure that ~ no

Women Work—and How. 


HAT the newest census figures have to say about women its or 
W decided interest. William M. Steuart, census director, aptly cele- 
brates the week and month beginning with Labor day by simmar- 


izing for the publie the 1930 census returns on women and the work 
‘they are doing. Here are the principal points he makes: 


Women are now engaging more actively in industry, trade and 


office work than ever before, and, 


of the 37,000,000 females between 


the ages of 16 and 64, about 10,000,000 are engaged in gainful occu- 


pations. 


In addition to these 10,000,000 women, there are perhaps 23,- 
900,000 housewives engaged in the work of keeping their own homes, 
most of them doing themselves the major part of the work involved 


in keeping the home. 

Adding these housewives to the. 
10,000,000 classified for statistical 
purposes as “gainful workers,” the 
total amounts to about 90 per cent 
of the whole number of women in 
the age group under consideration, 
or practically the same as the per- 
centage of men in gainful occupa- 
tions. 

That is to say, the percentage of 
women who work approximates 
closely the percentage of men who 


work.

United States today, all masculine 
gibes at feminine idleness, There 
are certain hackneyed phrases’ in 
which these gibes find expression 
wives,” “idle, gossiping

If 
wife and mother who does all her 
own werk and takes care of two or 
three “small and lively ¢hildren is 
at least as arduously employed as 
the girl who sits at a typewriter 
from nine to five, that foolish skep- 
ue should take over for 24 hours 
the combined job of mother and 
homemaker, 

In fact, we've received an out- 
burst of righteous indignation from 
Charlotte B. Wrensch, because we 
Suggested last week that. office 
)fonen out of work turn tempora- 
rily to housework. 

‘It is just as intelligent to ad- 
vise the female office worker to go 
in for housework as to advise her 
‘tother male worker to go in for 
bricklaying,”  fulminates Mrs. 
Wrensch. “Granted that the office 
worker has a higher degree of in- 
‘augence than the average house- 
\orker, what she hasn't got is expe- 
and skill and physical

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We happen to have done enough | 


housework—at 15 we were doing 
the family laundry—to disagree 
with our correspondent on the 
point that the work requires such 
vast physical strength, especially in 
a modern home and with no other 
complications. Incidentally, we 
also are amazed at her assertion 
that in her suburb it is possible to 
get a fair grade of houseworker for’ 
as little as $10 a six-day week, with 
five hours of work each day: “and 
what this worker does ijn five hours,” 
insists Mrs. Wrensch, “the average 
office worker would consider @ kill- 
ing day’s work and would probably 
require a day of rest afterward.” 

In our suburb, on the contrary, 
one has to pay from $4 to $4.50, 
Plus Junch, plus carfare, for one 
eight-hour day of housework—no 
one whom we know has paid as lit- 
tle as $10 a week for domestic serv- 
ice since the war. 


OWEVER, we think there’s no 
H argument that housework 

PLUS motherhood is a job as 
exacting as any held by women— 
or men either--and this is of 
course THE job of a large percent- 
age of America’s 23,000,000 house- 
wives. 

What might have been an illumi- 
nating statistical return on wom- 
en’s work is not included in Mr. 
Steuart’s summary. He does not 
list the number of two-job wives— 
women who are running ¢their 
homes and, in addition, perform- 
ing paid work outside the home. 
This indefatigable group is now 
large, among the younger wives, 
and is constantly growing. There 
are even three-job women-——those 
who take care of their homes, 
bring up children and perform paid 
labor besides. 

Many of these last-mentioned, 
especially in the lower-paid groups, 
do not merely work, they over- 
work. But for most women, their 
work is an excellent thing. They 
do not regret it, or rebel against'it 
—except perhaps, at this time of 
year when they’re just back from 
vacation, Or in the moments of 
weary discouragement such as the 
worker of either sex experiences. 
The girls of today who do_ not 
work are likely to be neither as 
keen nor as well balanced as those 
who do. 

Work is no curse, either for Eve 
or Adam. But it’s high time that 
some of the Adams credited most 
of the Eves with doing their share 
of the world’s work!
